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Career Criminals 


FBI COMMENTS ; 

The FBI agrees with the items sulmiitted by the 
Department of Justice concerning c£u:eer criminals. 

Criminal repeaters, meaning persons with an average 
of four arrests for criminal offenses, account for 2/3 to 3/4 
of all arrests each year. It is completely obvious from this 
information that criminal repeaters substantially contribute 
to the volume of crime which occurs in this country. In view 
of this, we must specifically address this segment of the crime 
problem. 


The National Crime Infoinnatlon Center (NCIC) was 
developed by local, state, and Federal law enforcement agencies 
to Insure that law enforcement could have immediately available 
information concerning crime and criminals so that proper action 
could be taken to arrest wanted persons and/or recover stolen 
property. The NCIC is a prime example of cooperation between 
local, state, and Federal levels of Government. NCIC is an 
example of New Federalism at its best.

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Local, state, and Federal law enforcement agencies 
recognize the necessity to have criminal history information 
in NCIC so that it will be Immediately available, not only to 
local, state, and Federal law enforcement, but also immediately 
available to prosecutors, U. S. Attorneys, judges and corrections 
personnel. Without proper information concerning an individual's 
criminal history, prosecutors and U. S. Attorneys cannot be in 
a position to properly request a realistic level of bail for an 
arrested offender.

This item proposes legislation . . . "to provide a 
civil remedy for all illegal searches and seizures . " It is 
not indicated what fom such civil remedy would take. The 
FBI believes that this remedy should be cast in terms such 
as those provided for in H. R. 10439. That bill would amend 
Title 28 of the United States Code to provide for an exclusive 
remedy against the United States in suits based upon acts or 
<»iiisBlon8 of employees of the United States. 

The Department of Justice favors the passage of this 
bill and the then Acting Assisttuit Attorney General, Civil 
Division, Irving Jaffe, testified in favor thereof on March 27 
1974, before the Subcommittee on Claims and Governmental 
Relations of the Cc»amittee on the Judiciary, House of Repre- 
sentatives. 
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FBI COMMENTS: 



FBI efforts in the fight against organised crime—- 
which have resulted in more than 5,800 convictions of hoodlum, 
gambling, and vice figures since the enactment of the first 
major antiracketeering statutes in 1961 — are now concentrating 
on quality rather than quantity. This is being done by keying 
investigations to identify top Syndicate leaders, developing 
prosecutable data stemming from their illicit operations, and 
cutting off their primary sources of Income. 


During Fiscal Year 1974, for example, FBI investiga- 
tions led to the conviction of national Syndicate functionaries 
in New York City, Philadelphia, New England, and Cleveland. 

In addition, seven other rwking Syndicate officials are among 
the nearly 2,600 organized crime subjects currently in various 
stages of prosecution in FBI cases . 


On the financial side, FBI efforts against the 
organized underworld in the past four years have resulted in 
recoveries and confiscations aiwjunting to nearly $17,000,000; 
fines exceeding $4,000,000; and the dissemination of informa- 
tion to other Federal, state, and local law enforcement agencies, 
leading to the seizure of some $136,000,000 worth of illicit 


drugs and narcotics, $7,000,000 worth of cash, property, and 
wagering paraphernalia, more than $3,000,000 worth of counter 


feit bills, and the assessment of tax liens against $16,000,000 
worth of property arising out of Federal gambling cases.

FBI COMMENTS i 

By letter to the Assistant Attorney General, Criminal 
Division, dated October 9, 1974, with a copy for the Assistant 
Attorney General, Office of Legislative Affairs, the FBI set 
forth its views in detail opposing new legislation which 
would make all thefts of marketable securities frcmi a Federally 
insured brokerage house a Federal crisui. It is the FBI's 
belief that the current Interstate Transportation of stolen 
Property Statute adequately represents the Federal interest 
in this area. Fxirthennore, granting an exception to the 
securities industry by extending investigative jurisdiction 
to all of its thefts would undoubtedly cause other businesses 
to seek similar exceptions.

It has been estirr.ated that White-Collar Crime 
(WCC) costs our nation over $40 billion annually and 
constitutes 90% of all crime ccmiaitted even though only 
10% of all WCC are believed to be reported. Reported 
bank shortages resulting from fraud and embezzlement 
reached almost $190 million during the 1975 Fiscal Year. 

In over 60 instances around the country the individual 
shortages were over $1 million. 

WCC, or economic crimes, covers a broad range of 
deceitful and fraudulent practices ranging from the auto 
and home repair rackets to large scale embezzlements, 
fraudulent bankruptcies, and investment swindles • The 
victims come from all walks of life, including persons of 
various levels of financial means while the criminals are 
p'fersons who, due to their position, take advantage of those . 
who have placed confidence and trust in them. 

WCC, being invisible, does not have the impact 
that common street crimes do, therefore, it is difficult to 
awaken constituents. To ignore V7CC is to undercut the 
integrity of our society, just as we ignore the safety of 
our society when we fail to cope v?ith common crime. 

The business community has evidenced some inability 
or unwillingness to police its ranks or to materially aid 
law enforcement agencies in the detection and prosecution of 




vice. There has 'been a lack of information and understanding- 
and, in the past, lav; enforcement agencies have devoted 
meager resources to the investigation and prosecution of 
h'CC in relation to that expended on street crime. 

The Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) has 
embarked on a four-phase program of intensified investiga- 
tion, research, training, and public awareness, in an effort • 
to combat these crimes. Manpower devoted to detection and 
investigation of these matters has doubled in the past three 
years and it is anticipated that this will increase in the 
future. 

The FBI is training its agent personnel- in inves- 

A 

tigative techniques regarding computer frauds and economic 
crime. Also, at the FBI National Academy courses are being 
afforded police officers in this area of investigation as it 
relates to local crimes. Conferences are being held with the 
FBI and other Federal investigative agencies as v;ell as with 
state and local police and prosecutors in an effort to attack 
this problem On a broad front. - 

The Depar-tment of Justice is taking a leading 
roll in coordinating efforts of all Federal agencies in 
the enforcement and prosecution of these crimes. Training 
seminars have been held v/ith United States Attorneys, 
their assistants, and Departmental attorneys. Prosecutions 
undertaken by the Department of Justice have increased 33% 
as have the resulted convictions. 
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CRIME IN THE UNITED STATES 


One of the major domestic issues facing the 
American public today is that of crime. Crime is a social 
problem which affects directly or indirectly the daily lire 
of every American citizen. Crime continues to rise, , 

by the FBI's Uniform Crime Reports, which showed a substantial 
increase during 1974 and continued increases during 1975. 

The law enforcement community of the United States is charged 
with the responsibility of fighting crime, however, without 
the complete and aggressive support of the American pople, 
this -task will go unfulfilled. All Americans must show that 
they will not tolerate this rise in crime any longer and 
throw their full support behind the law enforcement and 
criminal justice agencies dealing with the criminals of this 
land. 


I am sure every American is interested in getting 
the criminals off the street and recognizes there is a need 
for swift and sure justice in order to accomplish the required 
objectives in handling criminals. There is a need to show 
where the weaknesses and strengths are in our current systps 
at the Federal, state, and local levels. Law enforcement is 
d.'t temp ting to provide Tneaningful itifonnation througn the 
development of computerized criminal justice information 
systems. These systems will, in the future, provide infor- 
mation to the agency administrators, researchers , and to 
the public through which decisions c^n be made and action taken 
to more successfully handle the criminal offender. 

(The FBI would provide for this purpose the most 
current Uniform Crime Reporting release information as it 
relates to the percent change in crime in general and the 
percent change in violent crimes and property crimes.)

A rerent Gallup poll showed Americans in the 
nation's largest cities consider crime their number one 
community problem. They ranked crime ahead of everything 
else, including unemployment and the high cost of living. 

The restrictions and the deprivation of liberties 
crime imposes upon Americans in urban areas are factors that 
should be emphasized to enlist Americans in the cause 
of crime resistance. 

Such prestigious groups as the National 
Advisory Commission on Criminal Justice Standards and 
Goals has pointed out that responsible citizen involvement 
is the key to reducing crime nationally. 

The FBI is actively supporting four police 
departments and the Police Foundation in a new Crime 
Resistance Program aimed at getting citizens directly 
involved in anticrime efforts. 

FBI Director Clarence M. Kelley, Patrick V. 

Murphy, president of the Police Foundation, and the 
chiefs of the four local departments announced its 
launching July 22 in Washington, D. C. 



The communities involved are Norfolk, Va.; 
DeKalb County (Atlanta), Ga.; Birmingham, Ala.; and 
Wilmington, Del. Teams of FBI Agents and local police, 
with Police Foundation support, will try to find ways 
citizens can help deter crime — specifically in the 
areas of crimes against the elderly (Wilmington) , crimes 
against women, (Norfoll^, crimes involving youths, (DeKalb 
County) and traffic in stolen property (Birmingham) . 

Some civic groups officials and individual 
citizens in those cities already have come forward to 
offer their assistance. 
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PRESIDENT'S ANNUAL 
STATE OF THE UNION MESSAGE 

Fiscal year 1975 has been a banner year for 
the FBI In its continuing campaign to cripple organized 
crime activity in this country. Upwards of 1,300 con- 
victions have been recorded against hoodlum, gambling, 
and vice figures. In addition, leading Syndicate officials 
in New York City, Buffalo, St. Louis, Detroit, and Kansas 
City were among those convicted or incarcerated through 
FBI efforts. Especially noteworthy has been the complete 
demise of the underworld hierarchy in the Los Angeles 
area with the incarceration of the top three mob figures. 

Currently, more than 1,900 other organized crime 
subjects are in various stages of prosecution. 

On the economic side, recoveries and confiscations 
in FBI organized crime cases have amounted to more than 
$5,000,000 during fiscal year 1975, as compared with 
$3,247,451 for the preceding fiscal year. 

Close cooperation between law enforcement 
agencies and the FBI is one of the key elements which has 
resulted in such a successful attack against organized

crime during the past year. Achievements accomplished 
by Federal, state, and local authorities as a result 
of Information furnished by the FBI have resulted in the 
arrests of more than 3,100 organized crime subjects;

On September 8, 1975, il nt ^i t, Director of the United 

States Secret Service, telephoned me and said that Jack Ford, son of 
President Ford, will depart soon from Ely, Minnesota, to take a trip in a 
canoe through the Superior National Forest. He has waived the protection 
of the United States Secret Service and Mr. Knight asked if there were any 
activity in that area where he will be which might indicate the need for any 
special warning or protection. 

I then asked Deputy Associate Director James Adams to call 
the Minneapolis and Milwaukee Offices so that we could be alerted as to 
any possible problems. Both offices, I was later informed, reported no 
known activities. Subsequently, anoUier call was made to indicate that 
there has been some activity by the Menomee Indians on Wolf River, two 
hundred miles east of the Superior National Park area but there is no 
indication that they might go into any other area with their activities. Both 
offices said they would be careful to keep informed of anything which might 
come up in the future and would let us know thereupon.

A multi ttide of studies and reviews of the FBI’s 
operations/ unprecedented in both nurdaer and scope/ have been 
undertaken since 1974. In addition to those initiated by the 
Attorney General and other Department of Justice officials, 
they include in-depth hearings conducted by committees of 
the United States Senate and House of Representatives, as 
well as inquiries and examinations made by the General 
Accounting Office. Not only has unprecedented FBI coopera- 
tion been extended in these reviews, but full consideration 
has been given to all recommendations and observations made 
by the examining bodies. 

The FBI's commitment to equal employment oppor- 
tunity is mirrored in its personnel rolls which today are 
more fully representative oi America's entire body of 
citizens than at any time in the past. Furthermore, career 
development planning instituted in the mid~1970s is 
designed to assure every FBI employee maximum opportunity 
to reach the highest position for \rtiich he or she aspires 
and qualifies. 

During the mid-1970s, strong reen^hasis has been 
placed on the FBI ' s service functions — programs and opera- 
tions designed to assist and support other law enforcement 
amd criminal justice agencies. Foremost aunong those 
initiated in 1976 was the National Executive Institute, 
an advanced fomim for training and development of police 
executives and administrators, vdiose program was developed 
by the FBI in consultation with the Major City Police Chiefs.

It 
was a mood of sullen resentment 
which had been building up for a 
long time and Europeans iiice my- 
self found it both worrying and dis- 
tressing, We did not enjoy the pros- 
pect of your United States wallow- 
ing hi self-destructicn, rolling in 
ashes, nervously twitching, and 
holding your naticuai. emharrabs- 
ment aloft like a ragged banner. 

We were sick and tired of Ameri- 
cans parading their shame before 
us. We were sick and tired of Amer- 
icans apologizing. We were sick 
and tired ct Americans cUd In the 
rags of Watergate. Vietram, the 
CIA, Spiro Agnew and Chappaquid- 
dick. It was terrible. It was more 
than terrible; It was endless and 
destructive. Americans had be- 
come a nation of introverted bores, 
perpetually ramnung down cur po- 
lite throats your alleged failures, 
shortcomings, misdemeanors, tra- 
gedies, scandals, defeats, immoral- 
iues, irdocrie-, stupidities and 
fears.

Lt. Col. Lebourdais stated that DOMS had the 
mission of collecting the Presidential papers of President 
Gerald R. Ford from the Executive Office Building and the 
National Archives, and storing them at the Andrews Air Force 
Base for shipment on or about 1/20/77 to the University of 
Michigan, Ann Arbor, Michigan. These Presidential papers 
will utilize nine tractor trailers which DOMS will contract 
out to a commercial carrier. The U. S. Army will furnish 
military police in three unmarked security vehicles . The 
nine tractor trailers and three escort vehicles will travel 
in a convoy from Andrews Air Force Base to Ann Arbor, Michigan. 

Lt. Col. Lebourdais stated DOMS had two reasons for 
contacting the FBI: 1) To notify FBIHQ of the movement of 
the Presidential papers and, 2) to request the FBI obtain from 
DOMS the itinerary, including times, dates, and initial points 
of the convoy so that the FBI could notify on a need-to~know 
basis those State police agencies through v/hich the convoy 
will travel. 


Lt. Col. Lebourdais was informed Bureau officials 
would be notified of DOMS* request. The GID recommends the 
GGCU , which is responsible for Theft of Government Property 
violations, coordinate this matter with Lt. Col. Lebourdais 
and that FBIHQ honor DOMS' request by having our field 
divisions notify those State police agencies involved.
